WASHINGTON — (/P) _ President 


Roosevelt sent to congress Wednes- 
day a request for a 7-billion-dollar ap- 
propriation to carry out "the fixed 
policy of Ihis governmcnl to make 
for democracies every gun, plane and 
munilion of war that we possibly can," 


In a letler 
to 
speaker Rayburn 


transmitting detailed estimates of the 
budget director for the 7-billibn 'ex- 
pendilurc Mr. Roosevelt asserted: 
' . ; 


"I srongly urge the immediate ch- 


aclmenl of Ihis appropriation." 


The chief executive declared that' 


America has felt that "it was imper- 
ative lo Ihe security of America that 
we encourage the democracies' heroic 
resistance to aggression by not only 
maintaining but also increasing the 
flow of material assistance from this 
country." 


Therefore, he said, congress had en- 


acted and he had signed the British- 
aid bill. 


Quick Action 


The president's request for the big- 


gest peace-time appropriation bill in 
Ihe nation's history went to con- 
gress less than 24 hours after he sign- 
ed the bill inlo law and approved the 
first list of supplies to be shipped to 
Britain and to Greece.

The 
celebration on March 12 of the twenty-ninth birthday of 
Girl Scouting in this country is a timely reminder that 
national defense begins with the nation's youth. 


The good work done in the past year by the Hope

motherhood and citizenship. As for what should be done 
next, we can look at Great Britain where the Scout move- 
ment has flourished. Apparently a nation which has a 
large body of young people trained to think for themselves 
and to accept the responsibilities as well as the privileges 
of citizenship is a nation which can't be easily overthrown.

more than eighteen years old. When girls from seven to 
eighteen ask "What can we do to help?", the answer 
should be easy: "You can join the Girl Scouts. They 
show you plenty to do and you'll have fun doing it." 


Parents know that future citizens and mothers need 


the sort of practical democratic experience offered by the 
Hope Girl Scout troops. Any defense plans should cer- 
tainly include giving more girls a chance to share this 
valuable training at once.

ston Churchill formally thanked the

Churchill solemly read the following 
statement to the House of Commons:

man declared;

The sentence was left hanging. 
"We arc determined 
to torpedo 


everything that approaches England," 
the spokesman went on. "We will see. 
We are ready for anything, come 
what may. 


"As a matter of fact, the law's aims 


have been in operation a long time. 
They (the British) got 50 destroyers, 
but the fact remains that needed ma- 
terials have not arrived in desired 
volume and we will see they do not 
do so hereafter."
